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to long delays 
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FOUR crashes in three days on 
the A1307 this week led to severe 
delays for commuters. 

The worst accident left the road 
between Haverhill and Cam¬ 
bridge closed for three hours on 
Monday morning. 

Police said the collision be¬ 
tween two cars, which they were 
called to at 7.26am, left debris 
strewn across both lanes. 

Although no-one had serious 
injuries, the road was closed in 
both directions until 10am. 

Chairman of Haverhill Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Paul Donno, 
said: “It shows how important 
it is for the road to be dualled, 
and to get traffic off the existing 
road, which is not fit for purpose.

I think it’s tragic that it’s brought 
to the forefront because of acci¬ 
dents.” 

Around 8.45am on Tuesday, the 
A1307 was closed for half an hour 
after a four-vehicle crash at Lin¬ 
ton. No-one was seriously hurt. 

The rush-hour collisions fol¬ 
lowed two within half an hour at 
Linton on Sunday. 

The first, at 4.34pm, caused 
minor injuries, while the second, 
around 5pm, only caused dam¬ 
age to the vehicles. 

MP for Haverhill Matthew Han¬ 
cock said: “With the population of 
Haverhill set to grow significantly 
in the coming years, the traffic on 


this road will only become worse. 
More congestion will increase the 
likelihood of more traffic acci¬ 
dents such as the ones that have 
occurred over the past few days. 
The cost to human life by deadly 
traffic accidents and the cost in 
time lost by road traffic conges¬ 
tion on the A1307 is too great, and 
it cannot go on this way.” 

He is backing a chamber cam¬ 
paign to get the A1307 turned into 
a dual carriageway. 

The campaign’s strategic board 
of 16 representatives from coun¬ 
cils and other organisations met 
for the first time in early October. 

The campaigners are wait¬ 
ing for the Autumn Statement 
to decide how to continue. If ex¬ 
tra infrastructure funding is an¬ 
nounced they will lobby for that 
to go towards the A1307.

HAVERHILL is set to get a 
£20,000 ultrasound machine 
after years of community 
fundraising. 

The announcement was 
made at a health event at 
Haverhill Arts Centre on Lri- 
day.

The £20,568 raised for the 
machine was the product of 
years of fundraising. 

Cllr McLatchy organised 
events and Haverwell also 
received donations from 
groups such as the Keding- 
ton and Haverhill Bowls 
Club and the local Lions 
club. 

Cllr McLatchy is set to 
continue fundraising, and 
hopes that the ultrasound

Six arrests 
made in 
crackdown 


SIX people were arrested in 
October as police efforts to 
tackle drug dealing in Haverhill 
continues. 

On October 9, two people 
were arrested in a vehicle 
travelling towards Haverhill. 

This was followed by a search 
of a house on October 19, when 
a quantity of cash was recovered 
and two more people were 
arrested. 

Police executed three warrants 
on houses towards the end of 
the month. 

Two of the warrants were 
executed on October 21, but no 
arrests were made. 

On October 26, the third 
warrant was executed. Two 
people were arrested and drugs 
and cash were recovered. 

The incidents were part of 
ongoing work being done by 
Haverhill police to tackle the 
problem of drugs coming into 
the town. 

At a public meeting last 
month, Suffolk's Police and 
Crime Commissioner Tim 
Passmore, Chief Constable 
Gareth Wilson and Haverhill 
Inspector Danny Cooper 
assured the public that tackling 
the flow of drugs into the town, 
and into Suffolk, was a top 
priority. 


COURT 

Inmate held six 
hostage in jail 


AN inmate who held six 
members of prison staff hos¬ 
tage with a plastic knife, has 
been sentenced. 

Lee Twyman, 28, was given 
a 16 month jail sentence after 
pleading guilty on October 
27 at Ipswich Crown Court to 
false imprisonment. 

The sentence will run con¬ 
currently to his present pris¬ 
on term. 

The incident happened on 
May 12 at HMP Highpoint in 
Stradishall, where Twyman 
was serving a minimum term 
of four-and-a-half years for 
aggravated burglary. 

Michael Crimp, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Twyman had been 
caught with illegal items in¬ 
cluding wrappers for mobile 
phone SIM cards. 

Disciplinary action was not 
taken against him because of 
an administrative mix-up, 
which angered fellow in¬ 
mates. 

This caused Twyman to 
face threats which led him to 
ask to be locked into his cell 
for his own safety. 

He was moved to another 
wing but again faced threats 
and told a support worker

that he planned to grab offic¬ 
ers’ keys to force his move to 
a higher security prison. 

Before the support worker 
could report this, Twyman 
went into an office and pro¬ 
duced a plastic knife with ra¬ 
zor blades embedded into it. 

Mr Crimp said: “Once the 
door was closed the defend¬ 
ant turned to the people who 
were in there and produced 
a plastic knife with razor 
blades melted into it. 

“He told them no one could 
leave or they would be cut.” 

Twyman barricaded the 
door, smashed mugs and let 
off fire extinguishers during a 
three hour stand-off. 

During the incident he 
took four prison officers and 
a mental health nurse hos¬ 
tage. 

Another officer who 
walked into the office was 
also prevented from leaving. 

After 15 minutes, Twyman 
allowed four staff to leave 
when two officers volun¬ 
teered to stay with him. 


After negotiators were 
called in Twyman put down 
the knife and removed the 
barricade. 

Vanessa Halai, represent¬ 
ing Twyman, said he had 
been assessed by a psychia¬ 
trist who concluded he was 
suffering from an emotion¬ 
ally unstable personality dis¬ 
order. 

She said: “At the time he 
was suffering from emotional 
stress over what was happen¬ 
ing and his mother was also 
receiving threats. He felt he 
had no other way out.” 

In hindsight he would have 
acted differently, she said. 

Sentencing Twyman, fudge 
David Goodin said: “Anyone 
out of control with a nasty 
weapon is a frightening 
sight.” 

He warned Twyman that 
the crime would have to be 
taken into account when he 
was eventually considered 
for parole. 

lude Goodin also praised 
the officers for their bravery 
and fortitude. 

Twyman has since been 
moved to HMP Belmarsh in 
London.

Concern over 
power plant 


RESIDENTS say that a pro¬ 
posed new power generat¬ 
ing plant in Haverhill would 
be an “eyesore” and cause a 
noise nuisance. 

A decision is set to be 
made within a month by 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council on a planning appli¬ 
cation for the power plant in 
Boundary Road. 

The site lies near the vil¬ 
lage of Sturmer and at the 
eastern side of Haverhill. 

One resident said in an 
objection to the application 
that the plant would be an 
eyesore. 

Haverhill Town Council 
wrote: “This is a gateway lo¬ 
cation for the town and the 
last thing we wish to see is 
an ugly generator.” 

Concerns have also been 
raised about the level of 
noise the power plant would 
create.

It is intended as a Short 
Term Operating Reserve 
(STOR) power plant, mean¬ 
ing that the generator would 
only be switched on during 
periods of high demand. 

A noise impact assessment 
carried out for the applicant 
pointed to this infrequency 
and the fact that nearby resi¬ 
dents already suffered noise 
from traffic. They said that 
conditions on noise could be 
imposed by the council. 

But town, borough and 
county councillor Tony 
Brown objected in writing, 
saying the generator might 
be used a lot during a cold 
winter. 

He said: “There are cot¬ 
tages that are within 200 me¬ 


tres that could be subjected 
to long term, low-level nui¬ 
sance noise.” 

He said that the noise 
could also affect nearby East 
Town Park and Haverhill 
Golf Course. 

The proposed site is also 
very close to children’s play 
centre Simmo’s Playzone. 

In an objection, Mark 
Simpkin, who runs the play- 
zone, described the applica¬ 
tion as “totally inappropri¬ 
ate”. 

The agent for the appli¬ 
cant pointed out that the 
play centre had always been 
on an industrial estate since 
it was granted planning per¬ 
mission in 2006. 

They also said, in response 
to concerns about the visual 
impact, that an assessment 
of this had been done and 
chimneys would be no taller 
than 12 metres.

A shared love of mid-century Danish design 
inspired friends Rachel Wirrmann and Penny Oliver 
to found Pelikan - a reclamation, refurbishment 
and rehoming service for period sofas and chairs.

F RIENDS Rachel Wirrmann 
and Penny Oliver, the brains 
behind furniture restoration 
business Pelikan, name every sofa 
and chair that comes through 
the door.

the chairs and sofas arrive in 
a parlous state. Cast an eye 
over the new arrivals, stored 
at the back of their Haverhill 
studio, and you'll see stained 
fabric, seeping stuffing, peeling 
varnish. 

"It's all about the 
frame, really; whether 
or not the piece has 
got good bones," says 
Penny. "We don't get 
too hung up on designer 
names; occasionally we get 
an attributed piece, but what 
we're really looking for is quality." 
Each item is stripped back to its 
skeleton and painstakingly 
restored using 
modern, fire- 
retardant foams 
and materials. 
Upholstered 
in the best of 
British fabrics, 
most often 
soft-yet-hard- 
wearing wool, 
the finish is 
flawless. 

"They really 
are good as new. 
In fact they're 
better than 
new, because the 
frames are such 
beautiful quality," 
says Rachel. 



"You rarely see this level of 
craftsmanship today. Most of these 
pieces are 50, 60 years old, but 
their frames are as solid as the day 
they were made. In revamping 
the upholstery, we're giving them 
another 50, 60 years of life." 

There's a pleasing eco and 
ethical ethos to Pelikan; by 
breathing new life into these 
period pieces, oftentimes Rachel 
and Penny are saving them from 
consignment to a skip. And 
there's an impressive integrity to 
their process, which starts with 
sourcing solely authentic frames: 
they use only the finest quality 
fabrics and their upholsterers are 
real craftsmen; every detail, from 


button-backing to piped edging, 
is perfect. 

Rachel says, like mattresses, 
sofas have to be tried before 
buying: "When you find the right 
one - with the perfect seat depth 
for your legs and the perfect angle 
for your back - it's wonderful; it 
really feels like it was made for 
you." 

As well as selling furniture 
ready-restored, Rachel and Penny 
restore to order, too, taking 
commissions for bespoke sofas, 
chairs and suites.

New homes set 
to deliver profit 


NEW homes could be built on 
three sites in Haverhill within 
five years, as the plan for a 
council-owned housing com¬ 
pany is pushed forward. 

Borough councillors are be¬ 
ing asked to pour £3 million 
into the project, which is ex¬ 
pected to deliver £954,000 in 
profit within five years. 

Councillors approved the 
idea for Barley Homes, a com¬ 
pany joint-owned by St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council, 
Forest Heath District Council, 
and Suffolk County Council, 
in November 2015. 

On Wednesday, St Ed- 
mundsbury’s Overview and 
Scrutiny Committee will be 
discussing a proposed five- 
year business plan for the 
housing company.

The business plan focuses 
on delivering four initial sites 
within that period. 

The News revealed in Au¬ 
gust that three of these are in 
Haverhill, and that the coun¬ 
cils are hoping to construct 96 
homes on them. 

The sites were chosen from 
43 different options owned by 
all three councils. 

The precise locations of the 
four initial sites are detailed 
in the business plan, but this 
is not being released to the 
public as it is commercially 
sensitive. 

Costs for the project will 
peak in 2019/20, when they 


are expected to total £11.1 
million. 

St Edmundsbury - which 
owns one quarter of the 
company - is being asked to 
contribute £3 million, with a 
possibility of a further £1.23 
million to buy properties for 
renting. 

The company was set up as 
a way of earning money for 
the councils in the face of cuts 
from central government. 

The plan is expected to de¬ 
liver a total of £3.8 million in 
the initial five-year period, of 
which £954,000 will go to St 
Edmundsbury. 

The plan could be approved 
by the end of the year, as it will 
be discussed by St Edmunds- 
bury’s full council and cabinet 
in December.

The Cambridgeshire County

A FORMER councillor with 38 years service 
has died at the age of 90. 

lames Ronald Hartley - known locally as 
Ron - started his council career in 1961. He 
served on Haverhill Urban District Coun¬ 
cil, Haverhill Town Council, Suffolk County 
Council and St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. He was mayor of the borough dur¬ 
ing the 1970s, and was awarded the Freedom 
of the Borough in 1999. 

Mr Hartley was also involved in the Haver¬ 
hill Citizens’ Advice Bureau and the Suffolk 
Association of Voluntary Organisations, and 
was a governor of Castle Manor School.

Gerry Kiernan, who served with Mr Hart¬ 
ley on the town and borough councils for 20 
years, described him as “very dedicated to 
Haverhill”. 

Leader of St Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil, lohn Griffiths, said: “I saw him very much 
as one of our respected elder statesmen.”

£5m fund for 
leisure service 


A PARTNERSHIP which could 
see £5million invested in West 
Suffolk’s leisure services has 
been approved by council¬ 
lors. 

Proposals to establish a 
long term strategy for the re¬ 
gion’s leisure provision went 
before members of St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet on Tuesday night. 

They approved the estab¬ 
lishment of a minimum 10- 
year partnership with Abbey- 
croft Leisure, which manages 
Haverhill Leisure Centre, and 
recommended the approval 
of the creation of a £5 million 
strategic investment fund. 

The creation of the fund 
will go before St Edmunds- 
bury’s full council for final ap¬ 
proval on December 20. 

Joanna Rayner, borough 
councillor and cabinet mem¬ 
ber for leisure and culture, 
said the council recognised 
the need to invest to keep 
the leisure buildings, which it 
owns, “attractive and useful”. 

She said: “We already have 
a track recording of improv-

ing facilities in partnership 
with Abbeycroft including the 
Haverhill Fitness Develop¬ 
ment and the Haverhill soft 
play area and catering. 

“If approved, an investment 
fund will create a facility that 
new schemes can be funded 
from and will give the coun¬ 
cil a financial return through 
the reduction in management 
fee.” 

Council documents reveal 
the investment fund “would 
be available for schemes that 
would provide new capacity 
or upgraded facilities”. 

They add that a longer term 
strategy will help the coun¬ 
cil to strengthen its focus on 
health and wellbeing. 

The news comes after fig¬ 
ures released this summer 
showed Haverhill had the 
highest level of adult obe¬ 
sity in West Suffolk. The data 
prompted a call for action to 
get people moving. 


Borough councillor John 
Burns, who is also chair of lei¬ 
sure at Haverhill Town Coun¬ 
cil, said he was surprised at 
such a large figure, saying the 
£5 million sum appeared to 
have come “out of the blue”. 

He told the News: “I want a 
commitment to investment 
in Haverhill because it’s al¬ 
ready been announced that 
the leisure centre won’t be fit 
for purpose. 

“This investment fund has 
to be approved by the full 
council. It’s got to include 
an investment in Haverhill 
and other areas because we 
mustn’t forget the villages.” 

The council’s move was 
welcomed by Lois Wreath- 
all, chair of ONE Haverhill’s 
health and wellbeing task 
group, which is also aiming to 
improve residents’ access to 
leisure provision.

Aston is first-ever social media sale 


A 1964 Aston Martin DB5 became the 
first-ever classic car sale completed 
via social media when it was sold for 
£825,000 by international auctioneers 
Coys on the next-generation platform 
Vero. The sale also marked the largest 
known transaction made via Apple Pay. 

The car is one of the highly sought- 
after right hand drive silver birch 
models with red leather trim. It has 
undergone a full restoration - including 
engine rebuild, suspension and gearbox 
overhaul following 20 years in dry 
storage, during which time it was not 
used. 


Coys had announced earlier in the 
month at the Mondial de L'Automobile 
- Paris Motor Show, which remains 
the most visited automobile show in 
the world with 1,066,439 visitors, that 
customers would be able to purchase 
a selection of historic cars via Vero, 
including the iconic DB5 which 
featured in their exhibition area at the 
international biennial event. 

The buyer, who wished to remain 
anonymous, bought the DB5 with Apple 
Pay directly from the Coys profile on 
Vero ( http://apple.co/2blrl6N) after 
seeing it at the show. 


Insurers can’t stop rises 
as 3 /«m claim *whiplash' 


M OTORISTS face paying nearly £82 more for 
their car insurancethan they did a year ago 
typically - and prices are likely to continue 
heading upwards, a report has found. 

Someone shopping around for comprehensive 
annual cover can now expect to pay £585.84, 
according to the AA's British Insurance Premium 
Index - an increase of more than £20 in the three 
months ending September 30. 

The cost has surged by 16.3 per cent over the 
past 12 months, adding nearly £82 to a typical 
motor policy. A year ago, a motorist shopping 
around for a deal could expect to pay around 
£503.90. 

The continued "epidemic" of whiplash claims 
has helped to push up the cost of cover, as have 
two recent hikes ininsurance premium tax (IPT), 
according to the report. 

The AA estimates the recent IPT increases have 
added around £18 to the average carinsurance 
premium over the past year - and it urged the 
Government not to impose any further hikes in this 
tax in the Autumn Statement. 

"We are witnessing sustained price increases 
once again which is bad news for drivers," said 
Michael Lloyd, the AA's director of insurance. 

He continued: "I can't see an immediate end to 
the current upward trend."

Mr Lloyd said: "The whiplash epidemic has 
dogged the British motor insurance industry for a 
decade and continues to do so. 

"Drivers are still being pressured into making 
claims for often minor collisions they might have 
forgotten about. This is pushing up claims costs, 
because insurers can't prove that an injury wasn't 
suffered." 

He said the activities of claims management firms 
make life more difficult for those with a genuine 
injury. 


Looking across the UK, motorists in Northern 
Ireland appear to be the worst hit by price hikes in 
the past three months, the index found. 

"Motor insurance is a mandatory requirement 
and there is absolutely no justification for further 
hikes in IPT in the Autumn Statement," added 
Lloyd. "Coupled with predicted price increases, 
any additional tax burden would simply add to the 
growing number of uninsured drivers." 

The continuing whiplash epidemic is shocking. 

"In August almost 70,000 small injury claims 
(of up to £25,000) were made; and more than 
839,000 over 12 months, of which around 750,000 
were for whiplash. 

"The whiplash epidemic has dogged the British 
motor insurance industry for a decade and 
continues to do so. 

"Drivers are still being pressured into making 
claims for often minor collisions they might have 
forgotten about. This is pushing up claims costs, 
because insurers can't prove that an injury wasn't 
suffered." 

Lloyd has reacted with "despair" that the 
additional and much-delayed Ministry of Justice 
reforms designed to curb the activities of claim 
firms, announced in last year's Autumn Statement, 
appear to have been shelved. 

The Autumn Statement is due on November 23.

FORD is trying out technology in 
the UK that will allow drivers to 
"ride the green wave", potentially 
making waiting at red lights a thing 
of the past. 

The Green Light Optimal Speed 
Advisory system takes information 
on traffic light timings from a 
roadside unit to let the driver know 
the best speed at which to travel to 
make a green light. 

The technology is being tested 
by the American manufacturer 


to help convey the benefits of 
connected cars for UK Autodrive - 
the country's largest connected and 
self-driving car trial. 

The aim of the 16-member, £20 
million project is to develop and test 
vehicle-to-vehicle and vehicle-to- 
infrastructure technologies that will 
help to reduce the stress of driving, 
make it a less time-consuming 
practice, reduce emissions and 
improve fuel economy. 

Christian Ress, supervisor 


at Driver Assist Technologies, 

Ford Research and Advanced 
Engineering, said: "Enabling drivers 
to 'ride the green wave' also means 
a smoother, continuous journey 
that helps to improve the flow 
of traffic and provide significant 
reductions in carbon dioxide 
emissions and fuel consumption."
